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KIDNAPERS’ PLO 
EXPOSED AT L.A. 


UNDERWORLD'S 00 AMBITIOUS PLAN 
NEIPPED BY POLICE 


TO ASK $200,000 RANSOM 
FOR MARY PICKFORD 


Plotters Confess Contemplated Seiz- 
ure of Notables in Movie World— 
Doheny Grandchildren Included in 
Gangsters’ Schemes, 


Los Angeles.—The three suspects in 
the Mary Pickford kidnaping conspir- 
acy ease have confessed. 

Complete confessicns, giving the in- 
side story of the amazing plot to hold 
Miss Pickford for a ransom of $200,- 
000 and other plans for kidnaping the 
grandchildren of Edward L. Doheny, 
oil magnate, and Jackie Coogrn, were 
obtained by Chief of Detectives Home. 

From the “Spring street” gang, al- 
most two weeks ago, came the tip to 
Captain Home that resulted in the ar 
rest of the suspects. 

Miss Pickford was to be the first 
victim of the kidnapers. 

She was to be forced from her au- 
tomobile while on her way from the 
Pickford-Fairbanks studio in Holly- 
wood to her Beverly Hills home. 

The Pickford chauffeur was to be 
sandbagged and Miss Pickford re- 
moved from the automobile. A de- 
mand for $100,000 was to be made by 
the kidnapers, following the abduc- 
tion, to be followed by larger demands 
as the search spread. 

BR. L. Doheny’s grandson, according 
‘to the police, was to be seized by the 
gang the day after the Pickford kid- 
naping had been accomplished, and if 
the plans of the gang went well, Bus- 
ter Keaton, famous film funny man, 
and Pola Negri were also to be kid- 
naped. 

Acting under the direction, and at 
most times in company with Captain 
Home, detectives shadowed the as- 
serted ringleaders of the underworld 
gang for three weeks. The men were 
kept under constant watch and for 
days and nights none of the three cf- 
ficers went to their homes or ob- 
tained any sleep. 

Detectives announced that the plans 
of the kidnapers had been to disguise 
themselves as visiting Shriners and 
to operate with a huge, high-powered 
automobile hung with Shrine colors. 

The automobile was to visit the 
Pickford studio to look over the 
grounds. It was to, remain there un- 
til Miss Pickford left for her home, 
and then the star’s machine was to 
be stopped at the business end of re- 
volvers, the driver knocked uncon- 
scious and Miss Pickford abducted. 

From what could be learned, the 
kidnapers planned to rent a house in 
Tujunga canyon and to take Miss 
Pickford and all other victims to the 
house and hold them there until ran- 
som had been collected. 


VOLUNTEERS READY TO ACT 
AS SHANGHAI RIOTING GROWS 


Shanghal.—Martial law has been de- 
clared and foreign consuls have asked 
that additional warships be sent to 
protect Shanghai, following critical 
developments in the rioting that grew 
out of native labor and student agita- 
tion. Foreign resident volunteers, in- | 
cluding Americans, have been called 
out to help preserve order. A number 
ct foreign warships are reported to 
be speeding toward this port, follow- 
ing the summons from the consuls. 

Fifteen persons have been killed in 
the rioting and sixty wounded. Four 
more persons, all of them Chinese, 
were killed when anti-foreign demon- 
straticns were resumed Monday after- 
noon. The Chinese have declared a 
general strike, which is spreading. 


Evolution. Issue Touched 

Washington.—In declaring-the Ore- 
gon school law unconstitutional, the 
supreme court may have knocked the 
foundation from the Tennessee ata- 
tute banning the teaching of evolution 
in public schoola, which is expected to 
come before it later, in the case of 
John T. Scopes, high school professor, 
indicted for expounding the Darwinian 
theory. In the Oregon case, the court 
held that the state cannot force all 
eh children to go to public schools. The 
state's power in fixing the curriculum 
of public schools is the stake in the 
Tennessee case.

DEVELOPMENT: CHIEF 


New Board of Directors Meet at Santa 
Barbara and Hear Plans For the 
Coming Year—Take a Look Into 
Yutare,” 


Santa Barbara.—Future plans con- 
templated by the California Develcp- 
ment association were outlined at the 
meeting of the newly elected board 
of directors in session in this city by 
R. B. Halé, president of the associa- 
tion for the past fiscal year. Hale 
also called attention to what the or- 
ganization accomplished in the fiscal 
year just expired. , 

In outlining the plans for the future 
Hale said: 

“Upon no other organization in the 
state of California does the destiny of 
our state so depend. We are building 
not only for the present, but for the 
future, and what we do now must be 
carefully done that the harvest of our 
endeavors may be beneficial to future 
generations.” 

Among the outstanding accomplish 
ments cf the past twelve months Hale 
cited the following: 

Completed arrangements for state 
mining conference in Los Angeles, 
May 15 to 16; launched “California 
Festival Year, 1925,” commemorating 
the seventy-fifth anniversary of Cali- 
fornia’s admirrion into the unior: 
co-operated effectively in making 
American Forest Week successful; 
launched street and highway safety 
campaign; co-ordinated efforts of all 
groups of the steel industry, purpos- 
ing immediate and effective steel de- 
velopment campaign. 

Secured co-operation of three lead- 
ing tobacco corporations in California 
in the placing of fire warning litera- 
ture in each package of cigarettes 
sold in the state; completed prelimi- 
nary cotton study of California; com- 
pleted preliminary analysis working 
toward the establishment of a Califor- 
nia forest policy; completed many im- 
portant steps working toward the de- 
velopment of water resources of Caii- 
fornia; leadership taken in important 
and basic agricultural problems in- 
clusive of quarantine, embargoes, and 
in the positioning of California agri- 
cultural problems in national agricul- 
tural questions; completed plans for 

effectively meeting any state forest 
fire emergencies that may arise dur- 
ing the coming season, including the 
securing of $50,000 appropriation for 
the establishment of California’s first 
forest experiment station. 


STATE WELFARE COMMISSION 
HITS SUPREME COURT DECISION 


Washington.—Severe criticism of 
the recent decision of the United 
States supreme court, holding invalid 
the minimum wage law of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, was made by the 
industrial welfare commission of the 
state of California in a brief filed 
with the supreme court here, the brief 
being in support of the state of Ari- 
zona in its appeal to have declared 
valid its minimum wage law for 
women. The California commission's 
brief takes exception to the supreme 
court ruling on the ground that the 
decision ignores “the great weight of | 
judicial opinien throughout the coun- ; 
try, the judgment of congress and the 
president, as well as the judgment of | 
the legislatures and ‘governors of thir- 
teen states.” 

Asserting that the question before 
the court in the District of Columbia 
case was “whether ‘the denial to 
women of less than a living wage re- 
sulted in impairment to their health 
and morals and was a detriment to 
the public welfare,” the commission 
declared the supreme court should, in 
such matters, accept the judgment of 
congress and of state legislatures 
throughout the country and should 
not itself enter into the field of policy 
and fact finding. 


PROGRESSIVE, BUDGET CUT 
PLAN OF ADMINISTRATION 


Washington.— President Coolidge’s 
drive for economy in federal expendi- 
tures was manifest in two additional 
ways, with official disclosure that the 
executive had sought advice from 
various departments as to the prac- 
ticability’ of a progressive budget re- 
duction over a period of years and 
announces that the budget bureau was 
working out plans for a* consolidated

‘federal buying agency. 


The question of applying a policy 
of progressive cuts in departmental 
funds over a period of years will not 
be decided immediately, but Coolidge 
proposes to determine from a survey 
of the chief spending agencies - wheth- 
er reasonable efficiency can be main- 
tained by them under such a program.

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GUARD OFFICERS PREPARING 
FOR RECORD CROWD AT CAMP 


Sacramento.—Adjutant-General Mit- 
teletaedt is making preparations to 
care for 5,000 troops at the summer 
encampments of the guard. Estimates 
of the attendance at the various camps 
follow: 

Del Monte—July 4. to 18, 3,600 
troops, representing all infantry units, 
signal corps and tank company. 

Camp Lewis—July 4 to 18, 600 
troops of 143rd field artillery. 3 

Fort Barry, San Francisco, August 
1 to 15, 700 troops of the 250th coast 
artillery. 

Fort MacArthur, San Pedro, August 
8 to 22, 300 troops of the 25ist coast 
artillery. 

Griffith Park, Los Angeles, July 4 
to 18, 125 troops of the 115th observa- 
tion squadron of the 40th air service 
division. 

Battery B of the 250th coast artil- 
lery, San Francisco, has been awarded 
the badge of excellency for general 
efficiency and target practice during 
1924. It was the only California or- 
ganization so honored by the govern- 
ment. 


Two members of the state civil ser- 
vice commission were deprived of their 
positions as the result of an error by 
the governor in signing bill A. B. 613, 
which originally provided for dis- 
pensing with the positions of Cecilia 
Chamberlin of Greenville and John 
Galvin of Richmond, state civil ser- 
vice commissioners, but was amended 
by the legislature to avoid this. Sent 
to the governor for his signature, 
however, the bill failed to contain the 
amendments and was signed. Attor- 
ney General Webb expressed the opin- 
fon the act became a law when it re- 
ceived the gubernatorial signature and 
that there is ncthing that can be done 
about it. 


A campaign to enforce the semi- 
monthly pay day law is announced by 
State Labor Commissioner Mathewson. 
Governcr Richardson recently signed 
a bill that provides an additional civil 
penalty of $10 for each failure to pay 
each employee semi-monthly, as pro- 
vided in the act, such penalty to be 
collected through civil action by the 
labor commissioner. No agreements 
between workers and the employer to 
pay less frequently than the law re- 
quires will be recognized by the 
bureau. 

Thomas Laundy, a resident of this 
state for fifty years and of San Diego 
for the past forty, died there at the 
age of 100 years and 6 months and 
was buried in a casket fashioned by 
his own hands, which was placed in 
an underground vault prepared by 
him at the age of 97. Laundy was 
born in England in 1824 and was a 
resident of San Francisco during most 
of the first ten years in the state. 


The governor has signed the oleo- 
margarine bill, which imposes a 2- 
cent state tax in addition to the fed- 


; eral. The governor, asserting that the

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HEN the mothers on the heel 

of Cape Cod say to their chil- 

dren: “Go to bed now, 

Michael Coffin is abroad,” 
they innocently. perpetuate a name 
once famous on the coast of Massa- 
chusetts. Ask them who Michael Coffin 
was, and they will shake their heads. 
Strange this, too, for the hand of 
legend has painted certain shadows 
of Michael’s life with such emphasis, 
that he, of all men, should have sur- 
vived clearly in the popular mind 
“Michael Coffin,” however, has become 
a mere threat, or danger signal. 

Even in his own day, Coffin was but 
little understood, and the. harbormas- 
ter of Caldron, who, by common con- 
sent was endowed with more wisdom 
than other men, answered questions in 
ways hardly satisfying to those that 
asked them.

“Second, that they are set apart for the use, 
education, health and pleasure of all the people; 

“Third, that the national Interest must take 
precedence in all decisions affecting public or 
private enterprise in the parks and monuments.”

1926 visitors, however, will find a vast amount 
of Improvement. Under the National Park High- 
ways act of 1924, authorizing the appropriation of 
$7,500,000 for the carrying out of a three-years’ 
road and trail construction program, $2,500,000 is 
available this season and work will be pushed. In 
Rocky Mountain, which has been allotted $140,500, 
six projects will be benefited; the Fall River Road 
and the High Drive will get most of the money. 


"; Divide on the “Roof of the World” at an elevation 


of 11,797 feet, is the highest automobile highway 
in the national park system and possibly the most 


‘scenic on earth. Glacier gets $453,000 and of this 


$410,000 is to be spent on the Transmountain Road 
over the Continental Divide. This road Is badly 
needed, since there is no road through the park 
and to get from the East Entrance to the West En- 
trance rail shipment of cars is necessary or a long 


detour by way of Helena, Mont. All the national - 


parks share in the appropriation. In addition the 
secretary of the interior is authorized to approve 
projects and made additional contracts to the ex- 
tent of $1,000,000. 


‘S'The situation as to the proposed national parks 


fn the Appalachians is briefly this: A commission 
appointed by Secretary Work reported last Decem- 
ber approving areas in the Blue Ridge mountains 
of Virginia and the Great Smoky mountains of 
Tennessee and recommending the former as the 
more accessible. Several national park bills were 
thereupon introduced, Congress then passed a bill 
providing for a more complete survey of these two 
areas and of Mammoth Cave and Its surroundings, 
and for recommendations by the secretary as to 
boundaries. Appropriation of $20,000 was made 
for expenses, options, etc. Secretary Work ap- 
pointed a commission, which is at work this sum- 
mer. This action by congress does not commit it 
to the establishment of any of the three proposed 
parks, but-would seem to indicate its willingness 
to consider a departure from the previous policy of 
refusal to purchase land for national park pur. 
poses. All three areas are privately owned; the 
cost of each would be at least a million dollars. 
The existing national parks, except Lafayette (do- 
nated), have been created from the public domain 
and from the national forests. 


The Ecological Society of America has asked 
congress to establish a national park in the Glacier 
Bay region of southeast Alaskan. An ecologist is 
a sort of botanical evolutionist who wants to know 
bow nature adapts itself to circumstances. In the 
Glacier Bay region there is eternal warfare be-

The pen sketch, No. 5, is after a spirited color 
drawing by R. Bruce Horsfall in the Nature Maga- 
zine of that kingly big-game animal, the wapiti or 
American elk. It is extinct in most of its former 
habitats. There are still something like 20,000 elk 
in the two Yellowstone herds, but radical measures 
will be necessary to prevent their extermination. 
The winter snows drive the elk from their sum- 
mer feeding grounds in the mountains and ferce 
them beyond the park lines. Then hunters—so 
called—slaughter them—or they starve on lands 
already stripped of forage by cattle and by hay- 
makers, The movement to add enough territo 
to Yellowstone on the south to feed these herds Is 
apparently doomed to failure; the ranchers op- 
pose it and the forest service, in its efforts: to 
make the national forests a competitor of the na- 
tional parks, is planning “mass recreation” in the 
region. Incidentally the Izaak Walton league is 
raising a fund of $100,000 for the purchase of lands 
for the feeding of the Yellowstone elk in winter. 

No. 6 shows Timberline House (11,500 feet eleva- 
tion) on the trail up Longs peak in Rocky Moun- 
tain, This famous shelter, familiar to the majority 
of the more than 1,500,000 visitors to Rocky. Moun- 
tain since its establishment in 1915, figured largely 
in the tragedy of last January which cdst the lives 
of Miss Agnes W. Vaile, secretary of the Denver 
chamber of commerce, and Herbert Sortland, care- 
taker of Longs Peak inn in Tahosa valley. Miss 
Vaile, a member of the Colorado Mountain. club 
and one of the most noted mountaineers of the 
country, and Walter Kiener, an experienced moun- 
tuineer from Switzerland, left Timberline House at 
noon, descended to Chasm lake in East gorge and 
elimbed up the almost perpendicular 2,300-foot 
East Face of Longs Peak. They arrived on The 
Summit (14,255 feet) at 4 o’clock the next morn- 
ing. Here they were beset by a storm of wind 
and snow. They attempted to descend the north 
slope to Boulder Field.- Miss Vaile became ex- 
hausted. Kiener kept on to Timberline House,
